OF PEACE 


Indications Are That Proposed 


Terms Will Be Accepted* 


M. CAMBON FULLY EMPOWERED 


TO TREAT FOR SPAIN. 


Washington, Aug. i—Special—An answer to the Ameri- 


can reply to Spain's application for terms of peace is not ex 
pected before tomorrow or Wednesday. 
The president's de- 


mands were sent to M. Cambon with the comment that they 
•were the most liberal that could be obtained, and were re- 
garded by him as exceedingly lenient. The Spaniards, how- 
ever, are incl:ned to haggle over a few points, and if Cuba is 
surrendered they will insist that the debt of the island be as- 
sumed by the United States. This will not be conceded, 
however. 
There is confidence expressed that the American 


propositions will be finally accepted. 
The success of the 


Porto Rico invasion, the Carhst uprising in Spain, and the 
progress made by the Americans in the Philippines combine 
to enforce upon Spain the fact that the longer she delays in 
effecting a peace the worse her plight will be. 


Europe Approves Terms. 


Washington, Aug. i--Special— The assertion of Prem- 


ier Brisson, of France, that Europe has no right to and will 
not interfere with the peace negotiations now in progress be- 
tween Spain and the United States is taken here as an an- 
nouncement on behalf of all the powers of a settled policy. 
Thus far there has been only praise of the leniency of this 
government. 
Madrid alone complains of their severity, but 


this was to be expected. 
The United States will be compel- 


led, 
of course, to recognize the great powers in some man- 


ner. 
This recognition will take the form of an official note 


to each informing them of the basis upon which a peace has 
been arranged, but this note will neither ask their assent lo 
the agreement nor recognize in any way their right to inter- 
fere. 
It will be done simply as an act of courtesy. 
A Fairminded Diplomat. 


Washington, Aug. i— Special—There is much satisfac- 


tion here with the course pursued by M. Cambon, the French 
ambassador acting as pe;ce commissioner for Spain. 
He has 


acted in a frank, straightforward manner, entirely different 
from the course usually pursued. by Spanish diplomats 
While asking liberal terms for his client he has recognised 
the fact tnat Spain is the suppliant, not the dictator, and has 
recommended to that power the acceptance of the terms pro- 
posed without unnecessary delay or evasions of any sort, 
There is a feeling of confidence that any covenants he may 
agree to on behalf of Spain will be performed, for he has 
carte blanche from Madrid to exercise his own discretion in 
the matter. 


The Reply in Madrid. 


Madrid, Aug. i—Special—The minister of foreign af- 


fairs has received a telegram from Paris stating that the 
reply of the United States will b= forwarded to Madrid im- 
mediately. 
The French, German and Austrian ambassa- 


dors conferred with the minister yes.erday regarding the 
peace negotiations. 


England in the Philippines. 


London, Aug. 1-Special-In the house of c mmons to- 


day Mr. Curfon said no negotiations were in progress with 
the United States regarding the Philippines. 
He also said 


the government had no information that Germany was seek- 
ing possession of the island of Luzon. 


Think Spain Will Accept. 


Washington, Aug. i-Special-It is believed the Madrid 


cablet will hold a meeting today to consider the peace terms, 
ine general sentiment in official circles is that Spain will ac- 
cept President McKinley's terms, and word to this effect is 
expected Irom Madrid any hour. 


A Prize of War. 


Key West, Aug. 1- -Special-The Spanish schooner De- 


lores arrived from the Isle of Pines this morning in charge of 
a prize crew. She was captured July 24 while attempting to 
convey provisions to Batabano.

Tho Curfow Bell of tho Past and the 


Present-Some Decidedly Queer Blv. 


era — Xhoae "Don't" Days. 


Ill n few places in onr country thero 


lias been n partial return to tlm ancient 
rnBtoni of tho curfow. Tho young folk, 
who nro now tlio ones principally nf- 
fected by this, may bu interested in 
what uu English writer has to say on 
tho cnrfow bell iu that country, where 
in tho olden timo its ringing regulated 
tho outgoings nud incomings of old us 
well as young: 


Although tho cnstom has nearly been 


dropped thero aro still n few places 
whero tho curfew bell le rung twice 
daily. One of thoso is Sandwich, iu 
Kent. Lately it has been proposed to 
discontinue tho morning curfew, which 
has for centuries been rung thero bo- 
twcen tlm Hours of 4 nnd r>. It is re- 
garded IIH n nuisance by tho inhabitants. 


Somo years ago n list was umdu of 


tho places whero tbo curfew was rung, 
uud pcoplo reckoned up more than 00, 
bnt tho number now is much less. In 
1SUO tho newspapers told us that iu ouo 
town nt least—namely, Stratford-oii- 
Avon—tho old custom, which had been 
given up, was restored and curfew rung 
again, tlm boll being that which was 
used at Shakespcaro's funeral. 


Sonm have supposed that tho curfow 


was not known in England till William 
tho Conqueror beciiino king, mid that it 
was a plan of his to vox thu Auglo-Sas 
ons, but there is no doubt that tlm ring, 
ing of this bell was n custom practiced 
long before thu Normniis fettled here. 
Indeed thu reatou for a rnlo of tho sort 
is qnito evident when we recollect that 
in tho olden timo nil tho houses wt-ro 
built of wood and that they had no 
chimneys, tlm smoko coming out through 
n bolu iu tbo rcof. All King William 
did was to bo muro htrirt in obliging 
Hie jn-ojik. to obey the law. Thu ringing 
of tbo curfew bell at 8 o'clock in llm 
evening meant that all fires and lights 
wcro to be put out, nnd so everybody 
went home to Led. Then thu morning 
curfew, rnii^ abcct -!, gave leave to 
light iirus. This seems rather early to 
begin tho day, but in summer, if not 
alto in winter, our ancestors did get up 
nt or bcfciru C. 


Why was this bell called the curfow?
